water pu t a cu pfu l of imslacked lime. ‘ 
Let this stand over night and the next ^ 
morning pou r off the water, retaining 
the sediment. Over this pou r another 
qu art of w ater and let this stand for j 
tw’enty-fou r hou rs, shaking occasional­ 
ly u ntil the lime Is dissolved. To u se 
hold a spoonfu l in the mou th. 
If it 
is too strong dilu te a little.

Also Figures In Regard to Cheese, 
Obtained From the State Labor 
Commissioner.

TO C A T A RR H S U F F E R E R S 


More butter was shipped from the 
114 counties of Missouri in 19 04 than 
from all of Europe, all of Canada, all 
of Central America and the W est In­ 
dies and Bermuda combined. 
The annual report of Labor Com­ 
missioner William Anderson for 19 05, 
to be Issued in a few day s, shows that 
the surplus production of butter for 
la st y ear amounted to 8 ,046,018 pounds 
and was valued a t $1,28 7 ,362.8 8 . Nearly 
all went to the markets of St. Louis, 
Chicago, Kansas City and St. J oseph, 
not a pound consumed at home or In 
the counties which produced the but­ 
ter is included. 
In the same cla ss a s butter belongs 
milk and cream, and !n both of these 
commodities according to the figures 
of Sta tisticia ns .T. H. Nolen and A. 
T. Edmonston, of the sta te labor bu­ 
reau Missouri did itself proud in the 
y ear not long closed.

Sea Birds Hav e Scheme That Does 
Away With Nests. 
W. L, Finley, the new naturalfst- 
photographer, writes in the Country 
Calendar of his experience on Three 
Arch Rocks, off the Oregon coast, as 
follows: 
“By far the commonest birds 
on 
the rocks are the California murres. 
They nest up and down the sides of 
the cliff, wherever the ragged rock 
furnishes a footing. There is not the 
least sign of a nest, hut the single 
egg is deposited wherever there is a 
niche to keep it from dropping into 
the sea. 
*rhe peculiar top shape 
of 
the murre’s egg is a unique device 
to keep it from rolling. The practical 
value of this can be seen every day 
on the sloping edges. We tried sev­ 
eral experiments with these eggs, and 
found they were of such taper that not 
one rolled over the edge. When they 
were started down grade, they did 
not roll straight, but swung around 
like a top and came to a standstill 
four or five Inches down. 
The eggs 
were tough-shelled, and a sharp pash 
sent one only about nine inches be­ 
fore it whirled around on Its vertical 
axis.”
